tim e were full of it, rewards were offered, 
and no one was more indefatig able in his 
efforts to lo cate the wo m an than Log ue 
himself.

On Oct. 1« . 181*3, fourteen years after­ 
ward, a carpenter repairing the house at 
125U North Elev enth street tore up some 
boards in the kitchen and there fo und the 
skeleto n of a woman. 
W hen it became 
kno w n that Log ue atul his wife had liv ed 
in the house suspicio n tit o nce pointed to 
him as the murderer, but all search for 
him prov ed unav ailing , 
On the ev ening 
of March 6 last the door bell of Coroner 
Ashbridg e’s priv ate residence rang , and 
answ ering it in person he v xas confronted 
by an old white-haired man, who said 
abruptly: "1 utn J im m y Log ue and I 
hav e come to g iv e m yself up " 
That was 
all lie said in relation to the case ami the 
coroner handed him ov er to the police 
under an assumed name.

He is A lpho nse Cutuier, J r., the illeg iti­ 
mate son of one o f Lo g ue’s former a l­ 
leg ed wiv es.

neig hbo ring cell is Log ue, held as the star 
witness. Cutuier’s crim e—for he has made 
a co nfessio n In which lie ackno wledg es 
causing the w o m an’s death, tho ug h ho 
asserts inv o luntarily—is best understood 
from a brief recitatio n ol‘ Log uo’s career. 
He v xas already a notorious character 
when, in

With her he liv ed two years,
